There are 40,000 such people in the 
United Slates. They are commonly 

all called " deaf mutes," but this 
Dame properly belongs only to those 
who can not speak ; many can use 

their voices more or less.

"We hear the girl crying and 
shrieking very often. Last week she 
made audi a noise that the neighbors 
rushed up-sfairs. They found her 
• d on a bed, where she had been 
beat severely by her mother. The 
girl has come into the Store several 
times of late and showed mo marks 
on her neck and body made by her 

relatives, When telling me she 
would point to the scats and then 

point up stairs. Once she bared her 
arm and it was all streaked with 
bruises, as if a stick had been used to 
beat her with. Her shrieks alarm 
\ body in the neighborhood. It 
sometimes seems as if the girl were 
being killed/* 

When the reporter went up-stairs 
he found the brother of the girl at 
home. The tlat was clean and com- 
fortable-looking, and the surround- 
ings were those not usually associat- 
ed with the brutality suggested bj 

the neighbor's story. Th* girl her 
self was present and appeared to un- 
derstand the errand of the visitor and 
once or twice made signs as* if she 

either approved or disapproved of the 

explanation given by her brother. 
She does not look as |f she was badly 
treated, being well nourished and 
cleanly dressed. The brother, who is 
a printer, said : 

"It is untrue that the girl is cruel 
ly used. She is deaf and dumb and 
her mind is weak. The slightest re- 
primand sets her off in a lit, of scream- 
ing. We prefer tO keep her at home 
rather than send her to an asylum.
